HEUCHERA  SANGUINEA. 


I  HE  species  of  Heuchera  or  Alum  Root 
are  natives  of  America,  and  found  most- 
ly in  rocky  woods,  and  along  the  banks 
of  mountain  streams.  The  leaves  are 
mostly  tufted  at  the 
base  of  the  plant,  and 
are  heart-shaped  and 
somewhat  lobed.  The 
flower  panicles  push  up 
from  a  foot  to  two  feet 
high,  and  bear  a  pro- 
fusion of  small  flowiers. 
Usually  these  are  white, 
but  in  the  species  shown 
in  the  engraving  they 
are  of  various  colors 
from  white  to  rich  dark 
red  and  scarlet.  The 
plants  thrive  in  any 
garden,  and  being  hardy 
perennials  will  last  for 
years  when  once  start- 
ed. They  are  very 
showy,  and  when  the 
tall,  graceful  sprays  are 
cut  they  make  a  fine 
decoration  for  the  room 
or  table. 

The  plants  are  easily  heuchera 
propagated  from  seeds,  which  should  b/care- 
fuUy  sown  on  sifted  leaf  mould  and  sand,  and 
very  sparingly  covered.  Keep  the  soil  moist 
till  the  little  plants  appear,  and  when  large 
.  enough  pick  them  out  into  a  shallow  tray, 
and  get  them  well  started  before  placing 
them  in  their  garden  bed.  They  will  come 
into  bloom  the  second  season,  and  make  a 
handsome  display  during  the  summer  months. 
Many  persons  mingle  the  plants  with  other 
shrubbery,  and  for  this  purpose  they  are  well 
adapted,  as  the  foliage  carpets  the  ground  be- 
neath the  shrubs  with  verdure,  while  the 
slender  scapes  rise  well  above  and  brighten 


the  group  at  a  time  when  there  are  few 
blooming  shrubs.  They  are  perennials  well 
worth  cultivating. 

New   Giaut  Primroses.  —  The  new 

race  of  Star  Primroses,  which  had  their 
origin  by  crossing  Primula  Stellata  and 
Primula  Chinensis,  have  found  great  favor 
among  those  who  delight  in  a  show  of  beau- 
tiful Tvindow  plants.  They  are  tall  and 
pleasing  in  habit,  with  spreading  foliage  and 
red  scapes  and  stems.  The  flowers^re  loose 
and  graceful,  and  produced  in  great  abun- 
dance. Those  who  have  tried  them  speak 
enthusiastically  of  their  beauty  and  sLowi- 
ness.  They  will  doubtless  be  more  popular 
than  the  Chinese  Primrose,  when  their 
merits  become  better 
known. 

Apliis  on  Honey- 
suckles and  Snow- 
ball .^The  Aphis  is  30 
troublesome  upon  the 
Scarlet  Trumpet  and 
Old  Dutch  Honeysuckle, 
as  well  as  upon  the  old- 
fashioned  Snowball  that 
it  is  almost  impossible  to 
find  good  specimens  of 
these  shrubs.  The  Aphis 
hibernate  upon  the  buds 
and  branches  during 
winter,  and  are  ready  to 
come  out  as  soon  as  the 
leaves  develop  in  the 
spring.  It  is  said  that  to 
spraj'-  with  pure  kerosiue 
oil,  using  a  fine  spray 
and  applying  orly  e~ 
nough  to  slightly  moist- 
en the  branches  will  ef- 
fectually destroy  the  resting  insects.  A  liquid 
made  with  quassia-chips  tea,  whale  oil  soap 
and  kerosine,  applied  as  hot  as  the  hand  will 
bear  would  doubtless  be  as  valuable.  These 
strong  remedies  should  only  be  applied  in  the 
dead  of  winter,  when  the  plant  is  inactive.  In 
the  spring  they  would  destroy  the  plants. 

liilacs.  —  Laro-e  pot-grown  Lilacs  pur- 
chased in  the  spring  and  turned  out  on  the 
lawn  will  bloom  during  the  first  summer. 
The  plants  are  mostly  sold  at  Sl.OO  each. 
Such  plants  purchased  in  the  autumn  and 
kept  in  a  cool  sunny  room,  will  come  into 
bloom  during  the  winter.

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Editorial 


Begonia  Rubra. — When  the  new  leaves 
of  Begonia  rubra  fall  off  it  is  mostly  due 
either  to  extreme  changes  of  temperature  to 
which  the  plant  has  been  subjected,  to  In- 
sufl&cient  drainage,  or  a  dry  or  gaseous  at- 
mosphere. 

Tuberons  Begonias.— Get  tubers  an 
inch  or  more  in  diameter,  and  pot  this  month 
in  porous  soil  with  good  drainage.  Let  the 
crown,  usually  the  concave  end,  protrude 
above  the  surface.  Started  early  the  tubers 
will  bloom  early. 

A  Giant  Fern.  —  A  grand  tub  of 
Gleichenia  dichotoma  was  exhibited  at  the 
Philadelphia  Chrysanthemum  Show  in  No- 
vember. The  fronds  spread  out  gracefully, 
forming  a  globular  mass  eight  feet  or  more 
in  diameter  and  six  feet  high.  It  was  verily  a 
thing  of  beauty,  and  was  greatly  admired. 

Wintering    €liine<$e    Hibiscus.  — 

Plants  of  Chinese  Hibiscus  may  be  kept  over 
winter  in  a  cold  climate  by  placing  in  a  light, 
frost-proof  cellar.  It  is  generally  safer,  how- 
ever, to  keep  them  in  a  frost-proof  room, 
watering  sparingly.  The  plants  like  a  rich, 
loamy  soil.  Towards  spring  begin  to  water 
more  freely,  and  the  growth  will  be  renewed. 

Silene  ajul  Stoclc— A  sister  sends  a 
pressed  pink  fxower  and  a  little  bunch  of 
pressed  white  flowers  neatly  attached  by  a 
cord,  requesting  names.  The  pink  flower  is 
Silene  pendula,  and  the  pink  flowers  are  of 
Virginia  Stock.  Both  are  annuals  of  much 
benuty,  and  are  worthy  of  a  plnce  in  any  gar- 
den.  They  are  readily  started  from  seeds.

m  HE  beautiful,  large-flowered  blue  Salvia, 
i  1 1  S.  patens,  is  a  tuberous-rooted  perennial, 

I  and  can  be  kept  over  winter  at  the  North 
^  in  the  same  way  as  Dahlias  are  kept. 
The  plants  are  easily  propagated  from  seeds, 
and  if  started  early  will  bloom  freely  in  au- 
tumn. They  grow  from  four  to  six  feet  high, 
ana  make  a  fine  display  in  a  group  or  bed. 
A  Floral  Sister  from  Taunton,  Mass.,  under 
date  of  December  8, 1902,  writes, 

"Mr.  Editor :— I  grow  a  great  many  flowers  from 
seeds,  and  each  year  make  bouquets,  baskets,  pil- 
lows, etc.,  for  our  Fair.  With  the  addition  of  some 
sprays  of  Angel's  Breath  (Gypsophila  paniculata) 
my  blue  Salvias  (S.  patens)  gave  the  finish  to  the 
bouquet  which  was  awarded  the  First  Pi-ize  this 
year.  I  grew  the  Salvias  from  a  three-cent  packet 
of  seeds.  I  take  up  the  tuberous  roots  in  the  fall  and 
place  in  a  box  of  dirt  till  spring.  It  likes  rich  soil 
and  a  sunny  place.  It  is  not  a  common  plant,  is 
easy  to  grow,  and  flowers  the  first  season." 

Salvia  patens  also  appears  well  when 
grouped  with  shrubbery.  Here  it  is  greatly 
admired,  as  it  is  one  of  the  few  showy,  rich 
blue  flowers  which  bloom  freely  during  the 
,  autumn  months.  The  seeds  usually  require 
from  two  to  three  weeks  to  germinate. 

Blooming  Time.— Good  buds  of  Chi- 
nese Paeonies  set  in  the  fall  will  often  bloom 
the  following  season,  if  the  conditions  are 
favorable.  Those  that  do  not  bloom  then 
will  usually  bloom  the  second  or  third  year. 
The  blooming  time  depends',  as  a  rule,  upon 
the  strength  of  the  roots,  the  conditions  of 
soil  and  situation,  and  the  variety.  The  latter 
is  important,  as  some  varieties  begin  bearing 
much  earlier  than  others. 

Most  of  the  Honeysuckles  are  of  quick 
growth,  and  will  often  bear  flowers  in  the 
autumn,  if  strong  plants  are  set  in  the  spring. 
Generally,  however,  they  do  not  produce  a 
crop  of  flowers  before  the  second  or  third 
year  after  planting. 

To  Avoid  ]IIoles.— To  avoid  moles  the 
best  method  is  to  sink  a  piece  of  good  wire 
netting  a  foot  wide,  with  meshes  less  than  a 
half-inch,  entirely  surrounding  the  bed.  Let 
the  wire  extend  two  inches  above  the  surface, 
and  turn  it  back  two  inches  at  the  base, 
pounding  the  soil  firmly  about  the  wire  as  it 
is  filled  in.  Where  wire  cannot  be  obtained 
inch,  boards  a  foot  broad  can  be  used,  a  two- 
inch  lath  being  nailed  at  the  base  before 
placing  to  arrest  the  rodent,  should  he  seek 
entrance  by  burrowing  downward. 

Bird  of  I*nradi!^ie.— This  is  a  species 
of  Poinciana,  usually  blooming  the  second  or 
third  season  after  the  seeds  are  started. 
Shift,  the  plants  into  larger  pots  as  they  grow, 
and  in  summer  plunge  the  pots  into  a  sunny 
bed  out-doors.  It  requires  a  porous,  sandy 
lonm  and  good  drainage,  and  should  be  freely 
watered  while  growing.  "Where  the  climate 
is  not  severe  this  plant  does  well  bedded  out. 
It  is  not  difficult  to  start  &om  seeds.

I  T  is  not  often  that  we  have  the  pleasure 
I  of  calling  attention  to  a  new  annual  of 
J[[  superior  merit,  but  the  Diascia  Barberae 
is  so  loudly  praised  by  the  introducers 
that  it  would  seem  a  grateful  task  to  get 
others  interested  in  it.  The  original  engrav- 
ing on  the  first  title  page  will  give  the  reader 
some  idea  of  the  general  appearance  of  a 
group  of  the  plants.  They  grow  a  foot  high, 
and  if  started  early  and  bedded  out  in  May 
will  begin  to  bloom  in  June  and  continue 
in  bloom  throughout  the  summer.  The  flow- 
ers are  not  unlike  Alonsoa  in  shape,  and  are 
of  a  beautiful  rosy-pink  color.  It  is  highly 
recommended  for  bedding  in  the  open 
ground,  and  deserves  a  trial. 

The  Gardener's  Chronical,  an  authoritative 
English  journal  says, 

*'  Diascia  Barberse  is  a  plant  near  to  Alonsoa,  but 
diflfers  in  the  presence  of  two  spurs  projecting  from 
the  back  of  the  two  lateral  lobes  of  the  lip.  In 
Linaria  there  is  but  one  such  spur,  but  in  the 
■peloriate  variety  there  are  five.  This  Diascia  shows, 
therefore,  an  intermediate  condition.  The  flowers 
are  of  a  pale  pink  color. 

The  Garden,  another  reliable  EngUsh  jour- 
nal, in  reporting  a  flower  show  says, 

"  Some  pots  of  a  pretty  South  African  annual, 
Diascia  Barberae,  with  coral-pink  blossoms,  were 
also  shown.  The  plants  are  about  eight  inches 
high,  and  the  flowers,  that  come  freely  on  slender 
stems,  are  distinctly  two-spurred,  a  rather  rare 
occurrence  in  Scrophularinese." 

Being  of  easy  culture  this  new  annual 
should  be  given  a  trial  this  season  by  those 
who  are  interested  in  new  and  rare  things. 

Candytuft.— This  old  hardy  annual  does 
well  when  the  seeds  are  sown  in  the  fall. 
The  white  sort  is  the  hardiest,  and  the  plants 
make  a  glowing  mass  of  flowers  early  in  sum- 
mer, when  fall-sown.  It  is  generally  better 

of  Washing-  ^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^ 
ton.  The  plants  candytuft  flower. 
bloom  well  in  a  cool  conservatory  when 
started  from  seeds  in  September.  The  flow- 
ers are  excellent  for  cutting,  being  very  beau- 
tiful, and  lasting  well  in  a  cut  state.  Plants 
grown  from  late  spring-sown  seeds  come  into 
bloom  during  the  heat  of  summer,  and  are 
not  so  handsome  as  those  blooming  earlier. 

Garden  Pests.— Rake  your  garden,  se- 
curing vines  and  rubbish  and  destroy  all  by 
burning.  If  there  is  a  heap  of  boards  or 
brush  or  weeds  about  destroy  that  also,  for  it 
is  a  hiding  place  for  insects  and  their  larvae. 
The  remains  of  Cabbage  and  other  garden 
plants  are  often  covered  with  aphis,  and  the 
pest  appears  as  soon  as  the  new  growth  of  the 
garden  begins.  The  more  cleanliness  we  ob- 
serve in  the  garden  the  less  troublesome  are 
the  gaxden  pests.

|Ii!hB  new  Itirge-flowefed  Shrubby  Calceo- 
1 V  larias  are  much  used  in  England  for 
J  bedding  purposes.  The  plants  grow  a 
w  foot  tall,  are  of  branching,  compact 
habit,  and  become  a  mass  of  rich.  Orchid-like 
flowers  of  various  rich  colors.  They  are 
readily  started  from  seeds,  and  begin  to  bloom 
in  from  four  to  five  months  after  the  seeds 
are  sown,  continuing  in  bloom  until  the 
frosts  of  autumn  destroy  them.  The  plants 
are  half-hardy  perennials,  and  in  former 
years  were  preserved  and  planted  out  the 
next  season.  Their  easy  culture  and  quick 
growth  from  seeds,  however,  has  changed 
this  method,  and  the  plants  are  now  mostly 
supplied  by  sowing  seeds  every  season.  The 
seeds  are  small,  not  as  large  as  those  of  Pe- 
tunias, but  anyone  with  experience  and 
skill  will  find  no  trouble  in  starting  them. 
The  plants  also  make  fine  specimens  when 
grown  in  pots. 

Winter  Birds.— Birds  that  remain  over 
winter  at  the  North  are  very  valuable  to  the 
gardener  and  orchardist,  as  they  live  chiefly 
upon  insects,  and  hunt  and  destroy  multitudes 
of  them  during  their  inactive  winter  state. 
In  a  recent  bulletin  Prof.  Surface  of  the  Penn- 
sylvania Agricultural  College  speaks  espe- 
cially of  the  Downy  and  Hairy  Woodpeckers, 
erroneously  called  Sapsuckers.  He  says  they 
do  not  suck  sap  nor  injure  trees,  though  they 
often  peck  the  rough  bark  to  get  insects. 
They  are  found  mostly  upon  the  trunks  and 
large  limbs,  head  upward,  and  the  tail  feath- 
ers pressed  against  the  tree  for  support.  The 
Nuthatches  are  also  valuable  birds.  They  are 
small  gray  or  drab  birds  with  a  long,  straight 
slender  bill,  an^  alight  upon  the  tree  mostly 
with  head  downward,  and  pry  into  every 
crack  and  crevice  searching  for  insects.  They 
are  popularly  known  as  Tom  Tits,  The 
Chickadees  are  small  grayish  birds  with  a 
black  head,  and  live  entirely  upon  insects. 
They  are  among  the  most  useful  of  our  insec- 
tivorous birds.  The  Brown  Creeper,  known 
by  its  stiff,  pointed  tail  feathers  which  are 
used  against  the  tree  for  support,  also  its 
short,  curved  bill,  is  very  useful  in  the  orchard 
and  among  shrubbery,  as  it  extracts  insects 
of  all  kinds  from  places  where  they  would  be 
least  suspected.  All  of  these  birds  may  be 
aided  by  hanging  the  refuse  of  butcherings 
upon  trees  shielded  from  cats  and  squirrels. 
They  will  thus  be  enabled  to  help  themselves 
during  severe  winter  weather,  where  the  sup- 
ply of  insect  food  would  be  scarcely  suflBcient 
to  sustain  them.  Birds  that  live  upon  insects 
and  seeds  get  their  supply  of  seeds  mostly 
from  the  weeds,  and  are  thus  helpful  in  de- 
stroying noxious  weeds  as  well  as  noxious 
insects. 

Slings.  —  These  may  be  destroyed  by 
sprinkling  the  foliage  of  plants  which  they 
trouble  with  water  in  which  is  stirred  some 
paris  green.  Where  toads  and  frogs  have 
access  to  the  garden  the  slugs  soon  disappear

yT  may  be  considered  a  common  flower, 
I  but  it  is  not  nearly  as  common  as  it  should 
I  be.  It  ought  to  be  in  every  house.  It  is 
so  easy  of  culture,  has  so  long  a  season 
of  blooming,  has  so  great  a  variety  of  blos- 
soms and  is  so  hardy,  that  one  may  have 
many  flowers,  even  if  not  of  the  choicest 
kinds.  Gay  enough  for  the  gayest  occasion, 
fair  enough  for  the  bride,  pure  enough  for 
the  grave  of  loved  ones.  A  packet  of  seeds 
of  the  best  sorts  brings  surpiising  results; 
or,  if  a  few  neighbors  can  arrange  to  each 
buy  plants  of  different  kinds,  and  next  year 
exchange  from  the  increase,  they  will  be  tiure 
of  having  the  colors  they  wish.  I  think  the 
best  results  in  ordinary  culture  come  from 
allowing  them  to  grow  in  open  ground  from 
early  spring,  pinching  off  tops  to  make  them 
grow  bushy,  and  give  plenty  of  water  and 
sunshine,  with  moderately  rich  soil.  Pot  ^ 
them  as  soon  as  they  begin  to  bud,  but  leave 
outdoor  as  long  as  frosts  are  not  too  severe. 
If  one  has  a  sheltered  porch  and  can  cover 
them  cold  nights,  they  can  often  reinain  out 
till  after  Thanksgiving.  I  have  had  some  in 
bloom  till  Christmas.  When  done  blooming, 
cut  the  stems  and  put  the  pots  in  the  cellar 
till  spring.  They  increase  quite  liberally, 
and  are  a  good  "general  purpose"  plant.  In 
some  things  1  don't  mind  if  those  who  eaa 
a^ord  it  are  exclusive  and  faddish,  but  flow- 
effe  should  be  for  all,  and  tliose  that  can  be 
made  plentiful  with  little  care,  ought  to  be 
encouraged.  Few  things  brighten  the  life 
and  touch  the  heart  as  they  do,  and  especial- 
ly do  they  express  the  sympathy  of  the  heart 
in  times  of  sorrow,  when  the  "poor  common 
words  of  courtesy  seem  to  be  but  a  mockerj'.'*

Frost.— If  you  have  Chrysanthemums  al- 
most in  bloom  and  are  afraid  the  frost  will 
catch  them,  drive  stakes  around  them,  high 
enough  to  keep  the  covering  from  touching 
the  bloom,  jhon  throw  some  old  quilt,  or 
sheet,  or  an^ihing  large  enough  to  come 
down  good  on  the  sides  over  them.  General- 
ly it  turns  warm  in  a  few  days,  and  you  still 
have  your  flowers  to  enjoy.  When  cleaning- 
out  the  stove  I  take  the  soot,  put  in  an  old 
kettle,  pour  boiling  water  over  it,  and  when 
cold  put  around  mv  plants.  I  also  water 
about  once  a  week  with  tobacco  tea.  Anoth- 
er good  way  to  protect  blooming  Chrysanthe- 
mums is  to  turn  a  barrel  over  them.  If  they 
are  a  little  taller  than  the  barrel  place  two  or 
three  bricks  on  the  ground  around  the  plants 
for  the  barrel  to  rest  upon.  These  can  be 
lifted  and  the  sunshine  given  free  access  dur- 
ing the  day,  then  replaced  nt  night.  If  the 
stem  ends  of  the  flowers  are  dipped  In  boil- 
ing water  a  short  time' it  will  make  them  keep 
longer.  The  hot  water  dries  the  sap  and  does 
notlet  it  was!  o.  Aunt  Nan.

TUBEROUS  BEGONIAS. 


fHE  Tuberous  Begonias  are  the  prevailing 
fashion  of  the  day,  and  a  most  beautiful 
fashion  they  are,  too. 
As  we  read  the  descriptions  of  them  in 
the  various  catalogues  we  are  apt  to  be  rather 
skeptical  as  to  the  size  of  blossoms,  but  try- 
growing  them  and  see  if  many  of  your  blos- 
soms will  not  be  as  large  and  beautiful  as 
those  described. 

They  are  now  used  satisfactorily  for  bedding, 
but  one  must  stake  them  or  the  high  winds 
will  spoil  them,  A  rather  shady  situation 
suits  them  well. 

Procure  the  tubers  early  in  the  spring,  from 
a  reliable  dealer,  plant  in  not  too  large  a  pot, 
in  fairly  rich,  fibrous  soil.  Do  not  be  too 
liberal  with  water  until  active  growth  has  be- 
gun. They  like  to  be  kept  in  a  warm  place. 
Then  how  they  will  growl  How  they  will 
blossom ! 

Last  summer  mine  began  to  blossom  when 
not  more  than  eight  or  nine  inches  high,  and 
they  blossomed  right  along  during  the  sum- 
mer until  Jack  Frost  arrived. 

Some  of  the  blossoms  will  be  three  or  four 
inches  in  diameter,  and  sometimes  larger. 
One^annot  half  describe  them,  but  too  much 
cannot  be  said  in  their  favor. 

The  colorings  are  perfectly  exquisite.  Some 
are  purest  waxy  white,  others  various  tints 
and  shades  of  pink,  yellow,  salmon  and  red. 
One  of  mind  last  summer  wai  a  delioate 
lemon  yellow,  so  waxen  and  beautiful  j  an- 
other was  a  deep  rich  crimson.  All  are  in- 
deed lovely.  It  is  simply  a  matter  of  per- 
sonal taste  which  is  the  most  beautiftil. 

They  bloom  profhsely  the  whole  sumoirer 
and  fall;  when  through  bloonoing  withhold 
the  supply  of  watsr  and  either  pack  the  bulbs 
in  sand  and  store  in  a  frost-proof  place,  or 
leave  in  the  pots  until  wanted  again  In  the 
spring.  Ethelyn.

€yiM*<»ss  Vinos.— Try  some  of  theso 
beautiful,  filmy-foilaged  vin«i-,  with  their  red 
and  white  star  flowers.  Those  who  object  to 
the  coarse  stems  and  foliage  of  some  of 
our  good  stand-bys,  should  surely  grow  Oy« 
press.  You  can  bring  us  no  such  accusation 
against  it.  When  I  was  a  child  we  had  some 
of  the  vines  growing  on  strings,  the  strings 
fastened  at  the  ground,  to  stakes  driven  to 
form  a  circle,  and  at  the  top  to  nails  driven 
in  a  circular  piece  that  was  stoutly  fastened  to 
a  post  set  iirlihe  center  of  the  bod.  When  all 
was  covered  with  the  lace-like  foliage,  the 
green  thickly  interspersed  with  the  vivid  red 
and  pure  white  blossoms.  It  was  a  lovely 
sight,  one  easily  obtained,  for  the  growth  Is 
rapid.  It  Would  also  grow  finely  along  the 
netting  fence.  Tree  Cypress  is  also  a  nice 
plant.

JUT  EXPERIENCE  WITH  IS(]fI£NE 
CAIiATHINUM. 


COIiEUS  THYRSOIDEUS. 


TrN  one  of  the  catalogues  Ismene  calathinum 
I  is  said  to  be  an  especially  fine  garden 
J  bulb.  So,  when  I  received  mine  in  the 
—  fall,  curiosity  prompted  me  to  find  out  if 
it  was  not  a  good  winter,  or  early  spring- 
bloomer  as  well.  I  therefore  potted  one  of 
the  very  large  bulbs  in  a  seven-inch  pot,  put 
it  in  a  warm  place  with  bottom  heat,  and 
proceeded  to  wait.  I  continued  this  trying 
ordeal  for  some  time;  in  fact,  my  patience 
lasted  fully  a  month ;  but  by  that  time  the 
supply  was  entirely  exhausted.  Then  the 
bulb  was  examined  and  found  to  be  entirely 
dormant  still,  so  it  was  carried  to  a  warm 
cellar  and  left  there  dry  until  the  latter  part 
of  January.  Then  courage  revived  as  I 
thought  of  Easter,  and  again  it  was  placed  in 
the  same  warm  spot,  thoroughly  watered. 
As  it  still  did  not  appear  to  start,  after  some 
time,  the  pot  was  put  on  a  rear  shelf  in  a 
moderately  warm  room  and  left  there  in  dis- 
gust. About  the  middle  of  March  I  thought 
I  would  use  the  pot  for  something  else;  so 
started  to  dig  the  bulb  out,  but  soon  stopped 
proceedings,  for  less  than  an  inch  from  the  ^ 
surface  I  struck  roots— and  such  roots! 
There  seemed  no  soil  left.  I  assure  you  that 
bulb  was  straightway  given  a  select  place 
near  th«  glass  in  a  south  v^ndow.  In  a  short 
time  leaves  appeared  from  the  three  crowns, 
and  after  that  how  they  did  grow.  Up  and 
up  until  they  reached  a  height  of  two-and-a- 
half  feet,  and  two  of  the  leaves  measured 
three  inches  in  width.  It  was  on  May  10th 
that  the  buds  first  appeared,  and  nine  days 
later  the  first  two  beautiful  white  Lilies  were 
open,  and  delighting  us  vdth  their  lovliness 
and  fragrance.  There  were  three  tall,  strong 
flower  scapes,  and  altogether  eleven  Lilies. 
Truly  they  were  well  worth  waiting  for ;  and 
with  the  handsome  thrifty  foliage  they  made 
a  very  beautiful  display.  The  powerful  yet 
delicious  fragrance  is  similar  to  that  of  the 
Datura,  and  will  perfume  a  whole  house. 
Then,  after  all,  my  experiment  was  a  success, 
though  a  little  later  in  arriving  than  I  aad 
hoped.  But  I  have  "  great  expectations  "  f^r 
another  year,  and  feel  confident  'hat  Tiext 
Easter  will  see  this  same  tmene  bul'.  in  full 
bloom  and  beauty.  Daring  the  summer  it 
was  gradually  ripened,  the  sam.  a^  my  Ama- 
ryllis bulb,  until  by  fiU  the  leave?:  are  about 
gone.  It  will  then  be  _eft  dry — vntli  perhaps 
an  occasional  watering  to  keep  the  roots 
alive— until  January,  when  it  will  be  treated 
as  before,  except  th  3  soon  as  it  shows 
signs  of  grovdng  it  w._^  oe  repotted,  of  course 
disturbing  the  roots  as  little  as  possibe.  This 
will  be  necessary,  because  those  strong  roots 
have  cracked  the  pot  they  are  now  in,  a 
gentle  hint  for  more  room.  To  anyone  who 
is  fond  of  growing  something  rare  and  choice, 
this  Lily  mil  pro^^e  a  rare  treat.  Flora  Lee.

NEW  Coleus  that  has  recently  been 
introduced  from  South  Central  Africa, 
and  which  is  highly  praised  as  a  win- 
ter-blooming plant,  as  it  flowers  freely 
from  November  till  February.  The  blue  flow- 
ered is  Coleus  Thyrsoideus.  The  plant 
branches  freely,  and  attains  the  height  of 
two  to  three  feet,  every  branch  terminating 
in  erect,  panicle-like  racemes  of  from  ten  to 
fifteen  bright  blue  flowers  with  a  short 
throat  compressed  laterally,  and  a  two-lipped 
mouth.  The  plant  may  be  grown  readily 
fi'om  seeds,  and  requires  only  ordinary  care 
to  have  it  thrive  and  bloom.  It  was  awarded 
a  certificate  of  merit  by  the  Royal  Horti- 
cultural Society,  and  will  doubtless  prove  a 
valuable  acquisition  to  our  list  of  winter- 
blooming  plants. 

Fatsia  Horrida.-  Fatsia  Horrida  is  a 
perennial,  forming  enormous  roots,  and  re- 
quires partial  shade  and  damp  soil.  It 
throws  up  heavy,  powerful  zigzag  stems, 
from  eight  to  sixteen  feet  in  height.  This 
plant  is  especially  noted  for  its  bold,  massive 
sub-tropical  foliage,  and  its  strikingly  beauti- 
fill  ornamental  effect.  The  zigzag  flower  stems 
are  clothed  v^ith  balls  of  globe-shaped,  sno\yy 
white  blossoms,  of  great  prominence  and 
beauty.  This  plant  dies  down  at  the  ap- 
proach of  frost,  but  starts  growing  again  in 
the  spring.  The  tubers  can  be  planted  early 
in  the  spring,  in  a  moist  and  partially  shaded 
piece  of  soil.  S.  L.  Watkins.

Cineraria  polyantha.— This  is  a  va- 
riety much  admired.

The  plants  are  taller,  the  panicles 
larger,  and  the  flowers  smaller  and  in  greater 
profusion  than  the  florist's  Cinerarias  which 
have  been  so  popular  for  some  years  past.

Those  who  wash 
something  new  and  choice  should  get  seeds 
of  Cineraria  polyf.ntha.  The  plants  are 
easily  ^ovm  from  seeds,  and  they  will  please 
those  who  Cvre  liuccessful  vTith  the  better 
knowm  varieties.

I  HE  engraving  on  this  page  represents  a 
plant  of  the  New  Commelina  Sellowiana. 
It  is  very  desirable  for  pots,  hanging 
baskets  and  sheltered  places  out-doors, 
being  of  dwarf,  spreading  habit,  and  bearing 
profusely  large  rich  blue  flowers  throughout 
the  summer.  The  plants  are  easily  started 
from  seeds,  and  like  a  rich,  moist  soil. 

The  genus  Commelina  was  so  named  in 
honor  of  Johan  and  Kasper  Commelin, 
Dutch  botanists  who  lived  during  the  seven- 
teenth century.  Most  of  the  species  are 
found  in  tropical  countries,  and  are  adapted 
only  for  greenhouse  culture.  The  subject 
illustrated  however,  one  of  the  finest,  is  of 
easy  culture,  and  desirable  for  amateur  culti- 
vation. The  genus  is  allied  to  Tradescantia, 
and  with  it  constitute  the  better  known  part 
of  the  order  Commelinacese,  the  Commelina 
differing  in  hav- 
ing only  three 
perfect  stamens. 
C.  erect  a  is  a 
hardy  species 
found  in  Penn- 
sylvan  i  a ,  and 
one  of  the  larg- 
est of  the  genus, 
grovTing  from 
two  to  four  feet 
high.  C.  Vir- 
ginica  is  anoth- 
er hardy  species 
found  in  the 
Southern  United 
States.  It  is  of 
rather  trailing 
habit,  and  bears 
handsome  blue  COMMBMNA 
flowers.  It  is  very  pretty  and  showyo 

Nasturtium.  —  A  favorite  of  mine  is 
Climbing  Nasturtium.  My  windows  are  now 
bright  with  plants,  and  they  have  just  this 
week  succumbed  to  the  biting,  freezing  cold 
in  the  yard,  where  they  have  been  blooming 
since  May— yes  blooming  and  growing,  for 
they  are  eight  feet  high  and  full  of  scarlet, 
sweet-scented  bloom.  They  got  no  attention 
whatever,  save  the  fastening  up  of  a  vine,  and 
the  picking  a  handful  when  one  wanted  a 
bright,  sweet  nosegay.  Nothing  among  my 
flowers  is  more  admired,  or  gives  more  pleas- 
nre  than  my  Climbing  Nasturtiums.

N  ideal  place  for  Begonias  in  summer 
we  have  found  to  be  a  back  veranda 
which  gets  the  sun  three  hours  in  the 
morning,  and  again  near  sunset.  The 
fioor  is  kept  perpetually  sprinkled,  and  the 
moisture  risihg  beneath  the  leaves  we  con- 
sider a  great  element  in  our  successes.  The 
plants  are  in  porous  pots  filled  with  rich 
wood's  earth  and  sandy  loam,  and  kept  care- 
fully em'iched,  and  kept  as  uniformly  moist 
as  possible.  This  requires  daily,  and  some- 
times semi-daily  attention  in  summer. 

ln\  our  present  quarters  in  the  city  our  Be- 
gonias do  little  more  than  hold  their  own 
through  the  winter.  They  have  a  sunny  bay 
window  in  a  cool  room,  but  coal-gas  and 
illuminating  are  enemies  to  their  highest 
w^ell-being. 

It  is  a  matter  for  rejoicing  when  we  have 
succeeded  in  wintering  over  choice  speci- 
mens, and  see  them  safely  established  in 
their  congenial  summer  home,  where  they 
can  develop  in  native  luxuriance.

Fuchsia  Speciosfu.  — Fuchsia  speciosa 
is  one  of  those  good  old  plants  too  rarely  seen 
in  the  VTindow  garden.  It  is  the  only  vdnter- 
blooming  Fuchsia,  and  this  alone  should  en- 
title it  to  a  place  in  one's  collection.  It  is 
very  free-blooming  when  well-grown,  and 
such  an  altogether  neat  looking  plant,  be- 
sides being  really  beautiful,  that  it  should 
not  be  discarded.  But  to  bloom  well  early  in 
winter,  give  it  good  summer  treatment.  If  a 
young  plant,  it  should  be  grown  \igorously 
all  the  season,  pinched  back  several  times, 
and  frequently  repot  it.  It  will  then  be 
ready  to  send  forth  its  flowers  upon  being 
taken  into  winter  quarters.  If  an  old  plant, 
it  should  be  cut  back  severely  in  the  spring, 
rested  for  some  time,  then  started  into 
growth  and  repotted  in  fresh  soil  in  a  small 
pot,  shifted  into  larger  pots  as  it  grows,  and 
not  allowed  to  bloom  until  late  in  the  fall, 
when  it  will  be  ready  to  begin  its  winter 
work.  A  soil  composed  largely  of  leaf 
mould,  with  some  rich  sandy  loam  suits  it, 
and  it  should  be  given  more  water  than  the 
majority  of  plants.  ^Tien  growing  do  not 
let  the  surface  soil  get  really  dry.  It  may  be 
grown  in  a  south  window  as  well  as  an  east 
one,  and  the  rich  coloring  of  the  leaves  and 
stems  will  be  all  the  more  beautiful.

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)UY  a  packet  of  seeds  early,  then  take  a 
tea-cup,  half  filled  with  ashes  from  the 
cook  stove— wood  ashes,  put  your  Pe- 
tunia seeds  in  with  the  ashes  and  sift  all 
together  on  a  newspaper.  I  mostly  use  a 
cheese  box  as  my  hot  bed,  filling  it  two-thirds 
full  of  charred  bones,  charcoal  and  sandy 
garden  soil.  After  watering  this  thoroughly 
and  allowing  to  stand  half-an-hour  to  settle 
I  resift  my  cup  of  ashes  and  seeds  over  the 
top  of  the  cheese  box.  Cover  with  a  brovni 
"butcher  paper,'*  and  leave  alone  for  a  few 
days.  Water  very  carefully  by  dravring  a 
brush  dipped  in  water  over  the  back  of  a 
comb  or  stick,  like  spatter  work.  You  will 
soon  see  tiny  plants  coming  through— very 
tiny  at  first.  The  pale,  spindling  yellow, 
sickly  ones  are  your  very  choicest.  After 
they  get  a  few  leaves,  transplant  them. 
You'll  see  them  grow  then. 

Be  sure  and  get  the  double  fringed  seeds. 
Not  all  will  be  double,  but  the  single  ones 
will  be  the  largest,  finest  and  most  gorgeous 
of  flowers,— and  the  doubles  just  as  perfect. 
They  bloom  and  bloom  until  frost.  Cut  them 
freely,  slip  off  and  root  cuttings,  and  my 
word  for  it  you  will  not  have  room  for  the 
increase.  They  are  assentive  flowers,  like 
the  Lilies,  Dahlias  and  Snowballs.  They 
want  a  pot  or  jar  or  chum  for  their  stems. 
They  give  of  their  abundance— straggle  over 
three  or  more  feet  of  ground,  and  fling  out 
their  branches  into  their  neighbor'^s  branches 
and  a  huge  striped  bloom  will  open  up  in 
a  plant  of  white  ones  three  feet  away. 
They  seed  plentifully,  but  as  I  always  get  new 
seeds  each  year  I  cannot  tell  if  they  would 
prove  reliable  the  second  season.  I  root  slips 
from  the  fine  double  ones,  and  cut  them 
back  till  they  fit  the  space  I  have  for  them 
in  the  window.  A  light  frost  does  not  hurt 
them,  but  usually  in  Texas,  when  a  spell  of 
bad  weather  comes  that  kills  the  Petunias 
it  also  kills  my  out-door  interest  in  the  fiower 
garden.  Many  Petunias  have  fragrance,  all 
have  their  ovm  beauty.

Propagating    Tuberoses.  —  I  have 

been  asked  how  to  propagate  Tuberoses.  In 
the  fall,  when  taking  up  other  tender  bulbs, 
take  up  the  clumps  of  Tuberoses  and  sepa- 
rate them  right  away.  Let  the  bulbs  dry 
good,  then  cut  leaves  off  to  about  one  inch 
of  the  bulb,  put  in  paper  sacks  and  hang  in  a 
dry,  frost-proof  place.  In  spring  plant  in 
rows  and  cultivate  like  onions.  They  will 
bloom  the  third  year.  A  neighbor  always 
does  hers  this  way,  and  this  year  she  had 
seventy-five  stalks  in  bloom  at  one  time.  Of 
course  they  have  to  be  taken  up  each  fall 
and  treated  the  same  way.  Aunt  Nan.

But  this  year  my 
little  boy  set  with  a  determination,  such  as  he 
has  never  shown  in  any  other  pursuit,  to  raise  a 
lew  plants  in  our  6x8  front  yard,  and  he  succeed- 
ed so  well  that  the  front  window  was  en  wreathed 
with  Morning  Glories,  and  in  the  little  yard  was 
quite  a  show  of  Petunias.  When  we  decided  to 
move,  "  Oh  mamma,"  he  said,  "  I  can't  bear  to 
leave  my  pretty  vines."  "  Oh,  never  mind  that 
Willard;  the  large  front  porch  is  all  covered 
with  Morning  Glories  fvud  other  pretty  vines, 
where  w6  are  going."  "  I  know,  but  mamma, 
I  raised  these."  Ah  that  is  it,  we  do  love  our 
floral  pets,  even  if  they  are  common. 

I  had  the  variegated  Wandering  Jew  to  bloom 
once,  and  a  neighbor  had  the  dark-green  variety 
to  bloom.  The  former  had  a  thin-petaled, 
crimson  bloom,  and  the  latter  the  same  shaped 
bloom,  only  it  looked  as  if  fashioned  from 
white  velvet.  You  know  they  are  Trades- 
cantias,  r.nd  the  blooms  are  like  in  shape  to  the 
blue-eyed  Mcjy.  A  wild  variety  grows  in  our 
garden  and  iirnnsld,  which  is  quite  common 
in  th.  [..ard";  Le^e,  an  .  is  called  "Corn  Gera- 
niaiB."  Every  liower  is  a  Geranium,  but  unless 
the-  charmer  to  know  their  names. 

Ey  the  way,  \ad  a  Cweet  Potato  vine  to 
bloom  once.  The  plant  was  where  it  was 
trodden  . :n,  and  the  ground  became  hard,  so  the 
tubers  corld  noi,  form ;  so,  true  to  the  law  of 
nature,  it  m  . d  an  effort  toward  reproduction  by 
b-^dding  and  blooming.  A  blue  Morning  Glory- 
shaped  flower,  only  cut  after  a  narrower  pat- 
tern, so  it  did  not  open  out  (juite  so  wide.  A 
bea  tiful  blue  with    pearly  white  throat. 

Willard  loves  to  experiment  with  flowers.  He 
has  a  nice  little  plant  of  Kenilworth  Ivy,  the 
result  of  trying  to  see  if  a  leaf  would  take  root, 
and  it  did,  and  he  is  quite  proud  of  it.  He  also 
hasi  a  Rose  Geranium  rooted  in  a  glass  pickle 
bottle,  about  three  inches  high.  He  filled  it 
with  the  rich  soil,  and  stuck  his  slip  in  it.  I 
laughed  at  him,  but  thought  he  would  be  apt  to 
learn  better  by  his  failure.  He  watered  and  set 
it  in  the  sun.  Now  1  can  see  the  white  rootlets 
running  down  between  the  soil  and  the  glass. 
I  never  saw  a  Geranium  take  root  and  grow  so 
quickly  before.  I  shall  try  his  plan  myself.  He 
has  the  laugh  on  me  now,  and  says,  *'  I  told  you 
I  would  bet  a  dollar  I'd  make  it  live."  He  is  cut 
out  for  a  florist.

Mine  buds  in  March  and  by  the  middle  of  April 
every  branch  is  weighed  down  with  golden  flow- 
ers, and  it  is  indeed  a  "  shower  of  gold."

SACBEn  IjIJLIES  in  CA^IjIFOKXIAl. 

Dear  Mr.  Park:— I  tave  frequently  seen  it 
stated  that  Chinese  Lilies  coiila  not  be  propa- 
gated in  California.  If  I  could  present  you  with 
one  of  the  beautiful  spites  of  bloom  from  my 
garden,  I  think  it  would  demonstrate  that  they- 
can  be  grown  here  and  under  very  unfavorable 
conditions,  too,  A  Chinaman  who  was  in  our 
employ  for  years  used  to  give  me  a  Lily  bulb  at 
"  Cninese  New  Years "  every  year.  The  bulb 
was  imported  from  China,  and  put  in  a  vase  of 
water.  After  blooming  he  told  me  to"flohim 
'way,  no  good  to  plaatee,"but  I  always  put  the 
bulbs  in  the  ground.  They  always  grew  £.nd 
multiplied  very  fast,  but  did  not  bloom  until  the 
second  or  perhaps  tne  third  year.^ 

I  ^ave  them  no  care,  never  taking  them  up  nor 
dividing  them,  excipt  to  give  away  when  asked 
for  some.  We  have  no  rsin  here,  except  now 
and  then  a  shower  in  winter,  and  the  bulbs  were 
in  hard  adobe  soil,  often  with  no  moisture  ftir 
six  or  eight  months  at  a  time.  But  along  the 
latter  part  of  October  they  would  force  their  way 
through  the  haid,  dry  earth,  sending  up  a  luxu- 
riant growth  of  leaves,  and  later  many  epikes  of 
beautiful  fiovrers.  They  will  withstand  severe 
frosts  v»-hen  in  bloom.  Last  March,  in  plojving 
up  and  changing  the  plan  of  our  yard,  the  juilies 
were  plowed  up,  and  I  had  a  great  quantity  of 
bulbs,  but  not  as  large  as  they  would  have  been 
if  divided  and  given  proper  care.  Ill  health  and 
several  hundred  chickens  running  at  will  pre- 
vented any  attention  given  flowers,but  when  the 
"  gude  mon  "  gave  up  his  poultry  I  decided  to 
have  some  flowers  once  more,  and  saved  the 
bulbs.  Ill  health  again  intervened  and  bulbs 
lay  under  an  open  shed  until  I  noticed  a  few 
days  ago  they  were  sprouting,  and  hastily  plant- 
ed them.  Some  that  were  growing  under  a  rose 
bush  and  were  overlooked,  came  up  without  irri- 
gation, and  are  in  bloom  now.  The  others  vrill 
probably  bloom  during  the  winter.

It  opens 
from  the  library  by  an  arch,  over  which  a  Hoya 
grows  halfway,  this  blooms  very  often.  I  had  an 
English  Ivy  meeting  the  Hoya,  but  it  was  de- 
stroyed by  ants.  What  vine  would  you  advise 
me  \o  get  to  cover  the  arch  in  place  of  the  Ivy  ? 
My  Boston  Fern  fronds  measure  5,  4  and  3  feet ; 
the  Christmas  Cactus  is  three  feet  in  diameter 
and  has  several  hundred  blossoms ;  an  Asparagus 
Sprengeri  has  grown  to  the  length  of  4  and  5  feet. 
I  had  an  American  Aloe  given  me  the  other  day. 
It  is  not  at  all  like  the  Aloe  maculata,  but  is  mof« 
like  the  Centmy  plant,  only  a  lighter  green,  and 
is  not  variegated.  I  should  like  to  ask  some  of 
your  readers  how  to  treat  it.  The  plant  is  about 
two  feet  high.  Ought  tbe  small  shoots  be  taken 
oflf  to  keep  it  in  better  shape  ?  The  flower  much 
resembles  the  Tritonia  blossom,  only  pink.  My 
nigh tr blooming  Cactus  had  a  blossom  ten  inches 
across,  and  others  smaller.
